Here are some bizarre glitches which may pop up in the way of an urwary 
traveler. 


1541C DRIVE RATTLE! - Yes, the drive may sound like it is trying to format a 
disk unless a hardware correction is performed involving cutting a jumper. 

1541 II FAILURE TO LOAD! Yes, the 1541 II appears to have difficulty loading 
heavily protected programs such as those by Microprose and Activision. T have no 
idea why. 

MY TWO DRIVES WON’ T WORK WHEN CHAINED TOGEHTER. No, and they never will unless 
you run a routine to change the drive number on one of them fro 8 into9 or 10 or 
11. 1571’s had switches to do this, as did the 1581. Software was generally used 
to do this to a 1541. Fast Hack’em could do this. a 

1571 WON’T LOAD MY ELECTRONIC ARTS GAME. Two possibilities: Program won’t 
work in the 1541 emulation mode or program requires only one drive be on if ina 
daisy chain. 

1571 SLOW ACCESS TO THE BACK SIDE OF A DISK! Yes, The only cure is Jiffy Dos 
or a replacement rom of a chip. However, there are a number of software tricks to 
speed backside access. Data placement called interleave can be altered to make 1541 
fast loaders work with the dual sided disks. Another option is a program which 
fills side one’s bit activity map so that your first save programs will go to side 
two. This program can afterwards free side ore. I’?11 have to think more about why 
this would work! | 

1581 DATA RELIABILITY PROBLEM! The fix appears to be a controller chip 
replacement. Although marketed as a data drive, perhaps it is best used asa fast 
loader of commercial software transferred to its disk. Data might be better stored 
on another drive. I do note that both Super Snapshot VS and Jiffy Dos make the 1561 
into a speed demon. 

THE MSD DRIVE SCRABMBLED MY DATA DISK TRAKCS. Yes, if you previously placed 
data there with the 1541. A special software routine adjusts the MSD for write 
compatibility with the 1541. It also works for the CBM 4049. Why? Because they 
shared DOS 2.7. 

MY DRIVE WON’T WORK WITH GEOS. It must be anciert. Late model Indus drives 
will work with Geos. So will Excellerator drives. Drives with revision 3 chips 
work with Geos. That might well leave out Vic 1540’s which needed a chip change to 
be truly compatible with the 64. Most third party drives would not support Geos. 
Exceptions include Data Chief, a hard drive, and the CMD drives. an 


Now, why would I mention all of these without going into details about a fix’? 
Well, I think a novice user ought to know all his problems aren’t his fault. Club 
members may be able to help one with any of the above problems. “

In the November issue, we presented the first topic in the CMD conference, the 
history of Computer Micro Designs. Here is more information from that conference. 
GEDS-TIM, the host, is Tim Hewelt. CYD-MARK is Mark Fellows, president of CBM. 
D.Cotton is Doug Cotton of GYD. TOM PATCH is our own Tom Adams, who downloaded this 
from Genie for us. 


<GEDS-TIM> We are moving to the next topic. There will be a general question period 
at the end of the conference where you may ask any unanswered questions. The 
future......What goals or future moves does CMD have planned that may affect the 
Commodore user’? 

<CCMD-MARK] Well, we plan to continue to support the market, first and foremost. 
<GEDS-TIM> That in itself is what we like to hear 

<CCMD-MARK] Along with that, we just can’t help but come up with new ideas to keep 
the C64/128 moving ahead. As technology progresses, we keep trying to find ways to 
adapt it to the 6-bit platform. The FD Series drives are a good example... We 
started using the ED drives (2.88/3.2MB) before many people even heard about them 
for the IBM. 

<€D.Cotton] CMD-DOUG> We can’t get real specific on those things though, since we 
learned long ago not to talk about ’ future products until they enter the "REA. SOON 
NOW’ stage. 

<CCMD-MARK] Yeah, we’ve gotten in trouble before when we’ve alte our big mouths! 

- <€D.Cotton] CMD-DOUG> Sure have! :) 

<GEOS-TIM> I quess I can’t ask my next question, well [’11 ask it anyway: Are there 
any innovations in the hopper that you can tell us about? 

<€D.Cotton] CMD-DOUG> Well, there are a couple of things we can talk about... First, 
we recently found that Skyles had run out of GEOCABLE’s, so we’ve designed a new 
one. That project is on it’s way to production now. It’s also an improved design... 
it has a switch for the Pass-through port, (which the Skyles design lacked). This 
allows a modem and printer to be hooked up simultaneously without conflicts. We’ve 
also recently started shipping the Trackball... 

<GEOS-TIM> There have been good reports concerning trackball.... 

<CD.Cotton] CMD-DOUG> ...which is fully compatible with both joystick AND mouse 
controlled programs. 

<COMD-MARK] I’ve been trying to think of an easy way to get a CD-ROM conrected... 
<{D.Cotton] CMD-DOUG> Yes, we’re very pleased with both the trackball and mouse. :) 
We’re also playing around with the FLASH &.. This is an 8 MHz accellerator which is 
being made in Germany. It needs some real improvements, not only just to work in the 
U.S., but also to make it a little more reliable and workable on more systems. 
There’ 11 be some news about this in upcoming issues of Commodore World. 

<CCMD-MARKI] Fax software to go with our Swiftlink/Fax modem combination is another 
idea we would like to find some time for. 


<GEODS-TIM> I think we will get to audience questions now, since we have so many of 
them. Our first questioner is Fred Ogle, co owner of Color 64 BBS and Commodore RT 
staff member. Go ahead Fred. 

<{Fred] F.OGLE> Does this accelerator work in 64 mode, 128 mode, or both? 
<CD.Cotton] C!MD-DOUG> Currently it works only on a 64. That’s ore of the things 
we’re concerned with improving on it. 

<CCMD-MARK] Unfortunately, only the 64 mode right mow, but we hope that this 
shortcoming can be resolved. 

<CFred) F.OGLE> I would just also like to add that this is very encouraging news 
(CMD licensing the M roms), thanks fellas. 

<GEOS-TIM> Tom Patch has a question. 

<TOM.PATCH> Is CMD making any effort to track down copyright holders of older 
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software titles is see if they will make them available? For example CP/M. 
<C€D.Cotton] CMD-DOUG> We have in a couple of cases, and will do so where we deem it 
is necessary... But in the case of CP/M, it’s a big mess, and a lot of trouble for a 
very small audience. Digital Research owns it, but Commdore owns the patches to make 
it work on a C128. 

<COMD-MARK] A problem we run into is when a larger company holds the copyrights, and 
does not feel it is worth the effort to put a lawyer into action. 

<{D.Cotton] CMD-DOUG> Generally such companies want more than a product can bring 
back in profits 

<TOM.PATCH> Thank you 

<GEOS-TIM> Night Qwl has a question. go ahead Night Owl 

<NIGHT-OWL> OK i need to know where I can find a good fast formatter for my 1571 
disk drive in 128 mode or 64 either 1 3:) 

<CD.Cotton] CMD-DOUG> JiffyDOS! :) 

<NIGHT-OWL> where can I find it do you have the library # 7 

<CCMD-MARKI The formatter in JIffyDOS is built in and works from within any program 
that sends the drive an NEW command! 

<{D.Cotton] CMD-DOUG> JiffyDOS is commercial product —- a ROM replacement set. 
<NIGHT-OWL> does it check the disk as it formats 7? 

<CCMD-MARK] Yes, it includes full error checking.. unlike some of the software-based 
utilities.

I have used this program to make very nice return and address labels. Print 
Shop Graphics are used to enhance the appearance of the label. There is room for 
three to seven lines of text. Print as many labels as you need from 1 up to 
multiples of 99 at a time. V3 prints one across standard 3 1/2 by 15/16" and comes 
with a good selection of PS graphics, Seq. file reader, and Docs. V5 prints 2 sizes 
of labels, standard and 51/2" wide and comes with a small selection of PS Graphics, 
Print Shop Dump, and Docs. Print Shop Dump prints out the Graphics on disk to an& 
1/2" by 11" sheet of paper. Very nice in helping you find the right graphic and - 
name. You will need a printer that you can put into Epson mode. V3 & VS Gary Label 
Disk can be had from me for $3.00. S&H included.

Maurice Randall, a GEOS programmer, announced tonight that he has written 4 FAX 
program to run under GEOS. With this program you will be able to send and receive 
FAX messages. In addition if you have access to a FAX machine the program will act. 
as a page scanner. The program will be available after Jan 1, 1995 and the cost is 
$39.95 plus $4.00 shipping. The program will also be available from C’D at the same 
price. CMD will accept credit cards, Maurice Randall can not. 

The program will run in 40 columns and use GEDS 64 or 128. An &@ column version 
may be produced if there is a demand. Mayurice is also thinking of writing a term 
program for GEOS that will support a higher baud rate then geoTerm. At present 
geoterm only supports 1200 baud. Good news I think. 


MISINFORMATION WATCH: FILE TYPES 
Maurice Jones 


When I started writing about file types back in September I had no intention to 
write a trilogy, but that’s what happened. I found that I needed to examine the 
whole question of disk files. I collected my source material, read up on the 
subject, and wrote my article. In the final part of the article I mentioned that wp 
files could be saved as PRG, SEQ, or USR type disk files. While this was sufficient 
information for my article, it raised several questions in my mind. Some answers to 
these questions began to form when I wrote the second article in November. 

(1) What is the difference between PRG, SEQ, and USR disk files? INSIDE 
COMMODORE DOS tells us that PRG files are stored with a loading address and that 
SEQ files are stored without a loading address. It tells us that USR may be stored 
either of these two ways and adds, “Using a USR file rather than a more common type 
is for showmanship only." The TWS manual does not discuss disk storage, of course, 
but the rest provide some information on the subject. Though they do not include 
the last statement, most of my sources say similar things. All agree that the disk 
directory uses $81 for SEQ files, $82 for PRG files, and $83 for USR files. (The $ 
mark indicates a hexadecimal rumber.) 

(2) So what defines the type, the method of storage or the listing in the 
directory? 

(3) Is there another way of defining them? 

Eric Lee made it quite clear in his TWS docs that the files created by TwWS 
could be saved as any of the three types. Then Fender Tucker mentioned to me that he 
had received a program saved as a SEQ file and that it could be run. I knew that a 
sector editor could be used to change the file type by simply changing the mumbers 
mentioned above. So I decided to try to answer my questions by using DISKY 
(LOADSTAR #112) to study the directory and the files themselves. 

From BASIC there are two ways to create disk files, by the SAVE and PRINT# 
commands. First, the SAVE command: 


SAVE "FILENAME, ty”, DV 
example: SAVE" TEST,S",8 


FILENAME is the name which will be listed in the disk directory after the save. 
The optional ty can be replaced by p,u, or s and will cause the file type in the 
directory to be PRG, USR, or SEQ, respectively. Regardless of the file type used, 
the program will be saved with a load address, namely the start of the BASIC program 
area. If the same program is saved as each of the three types, the disk files will 
be identical, except for the track and sector where they are located. None of the 
sources mention ty in the SAVE command. If ty is not used, the file will show as 
PRG in the directory. 

It should be explained that the LOAD command must contain the type if it is not 
PRG. Examples: 


LOAD" FILENAME, S", dv 
LOAD" FILENAME, U", dv 


Once again, the optional ty is not mentioned in the sources, except for the TWS 
manual. 
Now the PRINT# command. 


PRINT#n, expression 
example: PRINT#2,a 


The n is a file number, which can only be used after a file of that mumber has 
been specified in an OPEN command, such as: 
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OPEN n, dv,W, "FILENA‘E, ty" 


where n is the file number, dv is the drive number, W is for WRITE, and ty is p, 
u, or s for PRG, USR, or SEQ. If ty is not included the file will show as SEQ in 
the directory. As before, if identical files are created with the three types, the 
disk files will be identical except for track and sector where they are located. 

So my answer to question (1) is, "They do not represent types at all. They are 
purely arbitrary and only effect the disk directory." This makes the other two 
questions meaningless. Use the designations to suit your own fancy. You don’t have 
to take my word. Create files as indicated above and use DISKY to check me out. 
The documentation for DISKY is in the READ IT file and is quite detailed. 
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THE FUN GRAPHICS MACHINE

A number of members in the local Commodore group to which I belonged had told 
me they owned this program but never used it because it was too complicated. I felt 
the same way: after trying it a few times I set it aside and forgot about it. Then 
one day I decided to give it an honest try. 

I loaded the program, loaded and watched a demo, then tried to do what I had 
just seen. Once I was able to perform a particular function, I used FGM to write 
and print my own instructions on how to co it. I continued doing this and built up 
a file of my own instructions. Then I made a comprehensive but easy to use listing 
of the most often keystrokes and printed that. Thus I had in my instruction file 
subjects such as how to make greeting cards with FGM, hwo to make text outlines in 
three modes, filling with patterns, mirroring, expanding screens, etc. 

I discovered that just the act of writing out my own instructions in my own 
language helped me to embed them in my memory, now I refer to the manual only when I 
try something new or do something I rarely co. The program is easy and fun, and, 
within certain limits more effective than other programs I have used. I can use 
more than one graphic ona greeting card. I can take a graphic or a hi-res screen 
and make it small enough for a label or big enough to fill a page. 

Writing my own instructions for new programs helps me remember the routines and 
clarifies complicated functions. I have done the same with TWS-128. I have a number 
of loose-leaf binders. They line my bookshelf with my own instructions on FGM, TW, 
GEOS, plus print-outs of graphics. 


THE ABC's OF GETTING ON LINE (PART 2)

I was surprised by how many people wrote after the last article. I hope you have 
all received my replies by now and are ready to go, software and modem in hand. 
First, let’s start with hooking up your modem. I recommended trying to find a new 
or used 1670. These modems are C= ready and plug right into your user port. Before 
Plugging it in plug the phore line into the jack marked "“Line". Most modem’s have 
two phone jacks on the back, one marked "line" or “data" and one usually marked 
"phone". The one marked "phone" is for a line running from your modem to your 
telephone. This second line is not necessary, you only need to plug it in if you 
want to use your telephone on the same line as your modem. If you were lucky enough 
to get a new 1670 there will also be four dip-switches on the back, set them all 
down. This should prevent the modem from answering the phone when you don’t want it 
to. 

Now you are ready to plug it into the computer. TURN OFF your computer and plug 
it into the user port, the slot in the back of your C=64 on the left end as you are 
sitting down facing the C=64 as if you were using it. And that’s it as far as 
hooking up the modem. 

You now need to load up your term program. Most terms are basically the same as 
far as set up goes. The first thing you need to do is set the parameters. Don’t run 
away screaming when I start talking about parity and stop bits. It is pretty easy. 
There are a few settings you need to make to ensure your modem understands the modem 
you are calling to. After loading your comm program find the mem for help 
parameters and go to it. The first thing you need to decice is what type of terminal 
you wish to emulate. If you are calling a C color graphics board you want to be in 
color graphics mode or standard (tty) mode. If you are calling a place designed for 
IBM machines, use ANSI. If you are calling a mainframe use ANGI or a VT like VT100, 
VT102, VT200, VT202. Some very old mainframes will require VT52. I find 95% of the 
places I call support ANSI so that is a good place to start. Some programs require 
you to load in a matching font as well. 

Next you need to set the data bits/parity/stop bit combination. The most common 
combo in use is SNi. Set yours to SGN1, it will probably work. If the screen is 
garbled after you connect try 7E1. The only place I call that does not use GNI is 
Compuserve, they use 7E1. 8 is the mumber of data bits, N=no parity, 1=1 stop bits. 
You don’t need to understand parity, etc... just find where you set it in your comm 
program. 

The third thing you need to set is echo on/echo off or full/half duplex. Most 
BBS’s echo your characters back to you so you can see what you are typing. So you 
should use echo off as the default. If you connect and all of a sudden you can not 
see what you are typing then switch echo "On". Genie needs echo on. 

The only other thing you might meed to select before calling is your 
download/upload protocol. You will use different protocols on different boards but 
x-modem crc is a standard found on almost all boards so is a good default if you do 
not know what the BBS you are calling supports. Once you find out what the BBS 
supports you can switch to something faster like y-modem. 

Now you should be set to make that call. Your settings should be ANSI, GNi, 
echo off, x-modem crc. These are for an IBM BBS. If you are calling a C= BBS they 
should be standard (tty), GN1, echo off, punter. To dial you need to find the phore 
book or autodial function in your com prog. Enter the number you want to call, 
select it and dial. The procedure for doing this varies from program to program but 
it is pretty easy to figure out. By the way both Desterm and Novaterm come with 
excellent docs. One note here: if you have call waiting at your home you will want 
to disable it when you call so the beep won’t interrupt your data transmission. On 
most programs just add a *70, to the beginning of the phone rwumber. If the number 
you are calling is 674-7755 then enter it as %*70,6747735. That is for touch tone 
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phones. For dial phones put a 1170, in front of the number. 

When you call a local BBS this is what will happen. First it will say CONNECT 
2400 or CONNECT 1200. Then there will be a pause and you might see something like 
auto-sensing... If nothing else prints for a bit hit return a couple of times. Then 
you should see an opening message and it will ask you for a user id. Type new and 
just follow the prompts. Welcome to the world of telecomunications! It is a good 
idea to print and read the docs for the software you are using BEFORE making that 
first call. It would be a good idea to be familiar with the buffer controls. A 
buffer will save everything that you see to a file you can save to disk so you can 
look at it after you are off line. This is a concept you need to grasp because you 
can save money with the use of buffers by cutting down on your or-line time. 

If you need numbers to call write me but please send your area code. Without it 
I can’t do much for you. There are a number of different places to call. I class 
them in three groups. Local BBS’s whether C= or IBM. These are usually FREE one way 
another. You might have to post messages for time or upload 1 program for every 190 
you take but generally they are free. Then there are the major players like 
Compuserve and Genie. These charge a monthly fee and then some. Be very careful with 
these as they can cost you a lot in a hurry. The third group are Internet provicers, 
they can be free or charge. If you are lucky like Jean Nance you have a freenet 
local to you which means free Internet access or you can be like me and have to pay 
$20.90 a month for full Internet access. 

The only major services I have tried are Comopuserve and Genie. I did not like 
the C= support on Compuserve, I felt it was out of date without much new software. 
Also they charge a monthly fee plus usage charges starting with the first minute you 
are on. This can add up fast. On the other hand you have Genie. Genie has excellent 
C= support including a huge library of programs. They have a roundtable area just 
for C= user’s that has a bulletin board and a live chat area. They have quest 
speakers often. Genie charges $8.95 a month and this includes 4 free hours of use. A 
lot of their areas do not count on your time and are included in your monthly fee. 
After your 4 hours are up they charge $3.00 an hour. One word of warning: these 
prices are for the hours between 6:00 PM and 8:00 AM. DO NOT call Genie during the 
day as the rates are VERY high. 

If you would like to try Genie out set your software for half duplex (echo on), 
GN1, 300, 1200, or 2400 baud. Dial toll free 1-800-638-8349 or in Canada 1-800-387- 
8330. After you see the connect message type HH. Then at the Uf prompt enter 
JOINGENIE then press <RETURN>. At the offer code type A4K428 and you will get an 
introductory offer giving you a free month + $50.00 usage credit. That is plenty of 
time to decide whether you like it. If they ask, you saw the ad in the November 
issue of Online Access mag. Once you are on, find the area that gives local phone 
#’s and find the closest no charge one to you. Be careful here because some of the 
lines cost and some do not. After getting a local # call back and after reading help 
files etc. type m625 from any prompt and this will plop you right in the middle of 
the C= area. Have fun. 

The way to determine if a major carrier is C= compatible or not is if they 
REQUIRE you to use their software (like prodigy) you can not use them. If they say 
you can use your favorite term then they are. I would also recomend using the 
standard emulation rather then ANSI with Novaterm on the major carriers so you can 
use the "chat" function. I recommend after you get on-line you buy a couple of 
magazines like Online Access or NetGuide. They will provide you with lot’s of info 
and #’s to call. : | 

There will be another article in this series, to cover the Internet. And to 
answer the #1 question I received: YES, you can do very well on the Internet with a 
C=. Please feel free to write with any questions you might have. Also I don’t want 
to sell Delphi short but I have no experience with them. If you use Delphi, please 
help me include details in the next article. Remember, you don’t have to join a pay 
service to enjoy modeming, there are still lot’s of free C= BBS’s around.

WARPSPEED V2. REVIEW 
Joe (Kilroy) Fenn 


After using my WarpSpeed cartridge for some 5 years now, it occurred to me to 
take a look at the book again. As you all know, there were cartridges for 64 mode 
such as Supersnapshot, Epyx fast load, Mach-5, Final Cartridge, etc etc which 
worked in 64 mode only. Also there were a few cartridges that worked in 128 mode 
only. The only cartridge that was designed to work in both modes is "WarpSpeed". 
It has # ~gwitch which takes it from one mode to the other. After rechecking the 
book, I found many direct commands that I don’t think I ever used very often except 
the DR# switchers, wedge cmds, and text screen dump. Maybe some of you who have 
this cartridge should try these out. 

This is in my estimation probably the finest cartridge ever produced for the 
C64/C128 and the only one that does it all in either moce. When copying files if 
it encounters a same title file on the destination disk, it will prompt you and 
ask if you want it done or rot. If you say ’n’ it just moves to the next file on 
your list. None of the other file copiers I have seen do this. They. either brake 
to a halt, or if using SSVS they copy it with a letter appended to the destination 
file so as not to conflict with the original file title. This cartridge has 
speeded up loading of files that it saves to disk. It has an excellent fast 
loader that only conflicts with maybe S% of commercial files, whereas EPYX 
probably conflicts with 20%. Warpspeed also has a very slick M/L monitor. I love 
using it. It has a super delux disk editor too. Those who already have it, never 
let it go, cause you know what I mean. If in the M/Monitor, it permits BSAVE 
type saving by just going to an empty line, Type (S "SCREEN" 0400 0O7ES). This is 
not an “ARCHIVER” type cartridge, so I qualify my comment that its the best ever. 
The ARCHIVERS such as SSV5, ARS, are superior for their purpose, but remember they 
are good only for C64 use. I didn’t even mention the stuff on the -Menus- as their 
use is so obvious. 


1581 EXPRESSWAY MICRO APPLICATIONS & APPLIANCES. A REVIEW

1581 Expressway is a partition aid utility for the 1581, or CMD 1581 
partitions. It is fully merw driven and will support any device number from 8 to 
16. It is also compatable with all CMD devices, JiffyDOS and most cartridge-based 
fast loaders (except Warpspeed). Documentation is in the form of a text file on the 
disk. A reader/printer program is also included to make a hardcopy. The docs are 
well written and organized. 

Anyone who has ever used the Partition Aid program on the 1581 test/demo disk 
very much will really appreciate 1581 Expressway. It can create up to nine 
different partition sizes. These range from Mega 1571 partitions, which have 1520 
blocks, to Submicro partitions with 6@ blocks, and seven other sizes in between to 
fill virtually any need. When creating partitions, you can specify how many of a 
particular size you want and 1581 Expressway will create them sequentially on the 
disk, the maximum number of which being determined by the selected partition size. 
For example, you can fit 2 Mega 1571 Partitions on a disk, or you could put up to 26 
Submicro partitions on a disk, one after another. You may also do combinations of 
certain sizes at one time. If you have a disk that already has information on it, 
you can use the User Control menu to place any of the available partitions, one at a 
time, anywhere allowed on the disk without erasing it. Unlike Partition Aid, all 
the track and sector calculations are done for you. You merely enter where the 
partition should start, and the program does the rest. If data exists where you

wish to place one, the operation will abort, so it is relatively foolproof. A handy 
information mode allows you to see the partition name, starting and ending track, 
starting sector, number of sectors, and the number of blocks in both the root and 
sub directories while, and only while, the partition is being created. With the 
hardcopy toggle on, this information can be printed out as well. In addition to 
creating partitions, 1581 Expressway will allow you to do a number of housekeeping 
chores such as formatting or renaming disks. You can also lock, unlock or rename 
any partition and send DOS commands to the current drive. 

There are, however, a few minor irritations. You can only take ai disk 
directory or send DOS commands from the main menu, so you have to back out of 
sometimes several menus just to see a directory of the disk you are working on. If 
you are creating or renaming a large mumber of partitions, this can be very 
annoying. Disk access also could have been improved, as it is not as fast as it 
should be, even with JiffyDOS. While more of an opinion than a problem, I think the 
information mode could have been much better utilized as a main menu selection. 
This would allow you the same detailed information about an existing partition that 
you can get when you create one. As it is, opening a partition that has already 
been created only shows you the starting and ending tracks. 

Still, aside the few gripes, this is a slick program and a must-have for 1561 
owners. Considering the price, and ease of use, you can’t afford not to have it.

RIBBONS FOR THIRD PARTY PRINTERS

Do you think that you own a big name printer? Just try to buy a ribbon for it. 
Ribbon manufacturers have their own ideas about what a popular brand is and what a 
popular model of that brand is. For example, who ever heard of a dot matrix printer 
called a LASER 190E? That was almost a pig in a poke,until I discovered that it 
could emulate an EPSON FX-85 and an IBM graphics printer,and that it could be 
connected as a serial or parallel printer. Guess what type of ribbon cartridge it 
takes? It takes one for an EPSON LX-8@. I discovered this after taking the original 
ribbon cartridge to an office supply store. The same ribbon also fits a COMMODORE 
MPS 1000, but you will find that note on the back of the package if you’re lucky. 

Olympia and Royal may seem to be popular names to you, but not to ribbon 
manufacturers. At least one other member of our group besides me has purchased a 
DIGITAL LAS®@, but guess what we have to order a ribbon for-—an APPLE IMAGEWRITER 
which is a BM-160 in the NJKOTE brand. If you don’t mind shopping around, the same 
ribbon could cost from $8 to $12. I already have three of each type of ribbon,but I 
like to poke around just to see what facts I can dig up. It never hurts to have 
extra ribbon cartidges on hand, especially if you order ribbons by mail. It’s much 
better to receive the right type the first time,than it is to keep sending back 
ribbons that don’t fit. Not only that, you never know when you will want to print 
graphics. Ten full-page pictures can wipe out an LX-80 ribbon. Even if you have a 
re-inker, you need to have a ribbon which has sat for several days after being re- 
inked handy, unless pudgy style print is your favorite. For that reason everybody 
should have at least two if not three ribbons plus 4 ounces of ink. It might be a 
good idea for anybody who lives far away from a town which has an office supply 








store to try buying a pictoral catalog of printer ribbons. Of course,this almost 
seems like a purchase for somebody who likes to fool around with printers. I’1l goa 
short distance, but I’m not ready to byy a printer which does not have a marual with 
it. The DIP switches on any two printers are different as night and day. It would 
only be a coincidence that these switches would be configured the same on two 
printers, and the same goes for interfaces. After seeing the difference between tno 
printers, I would hesitate to use my CARDCO mamual with a XETEC interface. That is, 
unless somebody else has and made it work. 7 


Editor’s Note: For ribbons in variety, depend on MelI/Micro, 1100 Steelwood Road, 
Columbus, OH 43212. Phone 1-800-634-3478. Their catalog carries most of the ribbons 
mentioned, for around $10 for a pack of 6. I have found them helpful and it is 
probable that they would be able to advise on which of their ribbons will fit other 
printers.

COMPUTE GAZETTE DISK. "Compute Gazette", disk edition, is still being published but 
delivery remains undependable. Brian Vaughan suggests that you call their 
subscription service, 1-800-727-6937 if you don’t get an issue. He says, “Nearly 
half the disks since I started my subscription did not arrive until after I had 
placed a call to this mumber to complain." 


RANDOM MAGAZINE: (Follow-up on "Sad Story" in the November MaiLink). Regan Feist 
finally was able to bring pressure to bear on "Random", through the office of the 
Attorney General of Indiana. (Your state Attorney General usually has a "Consumer 
Protection Division", and they are often much more helpful than the Post Office.) 
Regan got another back issue and a partial refund check. This took 6 months from the 
time of her original order in May, and we won’t go into all the complications along 
the way. | 

Random seems to put out a few issues a year at irregular intervals. They claim 
they have so many subscribers that they are overwhelmed with mail, and only located 
Regan’s July letter of complaint after receiving a letter from the Attorney General. 
Random continues to be advertised, but if you subscribe, prepare for frustrations 
and delays. Tom Adams subscribed in October. He was promised an issue by November 
21, but nothing had arrived by Christmas. 


DIEHARD. Until recently, "“DieHard" had been good about getting out their 10 issues a 
year on schedule. However, the October issue did not reach subscribers until late 
November. The word on Internet is that "DieHard" is going to bi-monthly, and the 
December issue will be out in late December.

If you are considering dealing with any 
unknown source of Commodore information, hardware, or software, why mot send a 
question to the’ editor of the next MaiLInk? Other members might have experiences, 
good or bad, with the company that could save you money and frustration.

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From KEN JEWELL, on "Dumb Tricks Department" by Jean Nance, November ’94. "Here is 
some information, from a book on lightening statistics from General Electric. A 
lightening strike from 300 to 1000 feet from a house containing electronic 
equipment, which could cause minor damage, occurs 700 times more often than a direct 
hit on such a house.

- From ROGER DETAILLE, on "The BBG Ram" by Jeff Fleming, November,’94. "I have a 
sequel to Jeff’s article. I have owned a 2 meg version of the BBG RAM for over two 
years now, and it has served me well all that time. Although Jeff states that the 
CONFIGURE 2.0 file must be replaced with version 2.Or, I use version 2.1r which 
permits the use of 1581 type partitions. I have mime divided into two 1581 ram 
drives, one serving as the working drive, the second serving as storage for 
presently not needed applications. I use Minidisk from the GeoWizard disk by Jim 
Colette to transfer files between the two ram partitions. This is very rapid, and 
when I have finished, I simply put the application into the trashbin to make room. I 
have as many as 20 fonts on my work disk as well as up to 20 graphics." 

"IT had the problem once that Jeff described: one must put everything back into 
the same order as one started off with, or one loses a drive. By operating this way, 
I get around the inconvenience." 

"Another inconvenience is that with 1581s I cannot browse through a document in 
the usual fashion. When I double-click the document on a real disk (Drive A) and my 
application is on Drive B, the ram disk, I can open it. However, I cannot go toa 
given page in a GeoWrite document, nor can I make a photoscrap of a Paint image. I 
get the message that my disk is nearly full, and I should delete or move some files. 
This happens even if the disk contains only one small file. When I start off with 
the application, although in 1561 ram, there is no problem. I.am into graphics and 
fonts,, and I use GEOS 99% of the time, approximately 6-6 hours a day ever since 
version 2.0 came out." 


From ROGER DETAILLE on "Sad Story" by Joe Powell in the September MaiLink. "I told 
CMD that I had given up on Gateway, as it switched drives around and on closing 
applications, I was informed that the drive order cannot be restored. If I happened 
to be on drive C, I lost drive B and had to reboot and stash everything back into 
the ram. A small scribbled note from CMD told me that Gateway "may not be compatible 
with BBG Ram", a fact they never included in their advertising. They asked me to 
phone them for a lenghthy discussion of their product. They lost a customer. I guess 
when one is the only undertaker in town, one can afford to be a wise guy."

"One of my friends had Gateway installed on his RamLink and it never worked. he \/ 





got a black screen and everything locked up. I was there when he installed it. We 
wiped out RamLink and started anew, with the same result. Everyone I spoke to about 
Gateway had a different problem with it, mone were the same. What am I using? 
GeoWizard and Gateway combined, having removed the switcher, but only if I am in 
GeoPublish. This works perfectly." 


Answer from MAURICE JONES to the question from DONALD SQUIRE in the November, ’94 
MaiLink: "If you have a text file of a BASIC program is there any way of turning it 
into a BASIC program, other than. typing it in from text?” 

"The answer to your question is “yes", thanks to the fact that the C64 is a 
BASIC machine. There are two ways a program listing can become a text file; by 
saving an actual program as a text file using the PRINT# command, and by saving a wo 
file containing a listing. In either case, the method of changing to a BASIC 
program is to list the program to the screen and then use the cursor keys and RETURN 
to enter the program by hitting RETURN at each line number." 

"As always, a simple answer needs explanation and, as always, the answer depends 
on the tools you have. What follows is for the C64, using TWS and a wedge (I use 
JiffyDos’ @T: command) which allows the printing of text to the screen. If the text 
was created by the PRINT# from an actual program, simply type NEW to clear the BASIC 
area, print the listing to the screen, and use cursor and RETURN on~ each lire 
number to enter program. Save the result to disk. If the listing was created using 
a wp, the usual problem is that the wo uses upper/lower case and the listing will 
usually have shifted alpha characters in it. BASIC does not recognize shifted alpha 
characters (except in quotes or in the abbreviated form). So, delete all excess 
text and then use the Change Case command to change all alpha characters (except 
those within quotes) to lower case. Then use the PRINT TO DISK routine I described 
in the October MAILINK to produce the type text file needed for the procedure 
described above." 

"If the listing is too long for a single screen, use RUN/STOP to stop the 
listing at the approriate place, then repeat for additional lines. For long programs 
this is repeated as often as needed." 


From MAURICE JONES on "RamLink Tip" by Brian Vaughan in the November ’94 MaiLink. 
"There is an alternate way to insert dividers into any disk directory. In the 
immediate mode, type "NEW", and then save as many dividers as you need. Perhaps if 
everyone who uses "Dedit" will send Jerome Yoder his #5 shareware fee, he will be 
motivated to add dividers to Dedit. | 


From REINER RICHTER to the question from Keith Keller about a faulty left shift key 
on his C-128, in the November MaiLink. "The problem is probably a dirty shift key. 
in which is best to give the whole thing a going over. Unlike the C-64 keyboard, the 
C-128D, (and the C-1287) does not have any soldering. The C-64 shift-lack key does. 
It is a matter of peeling off the 6 little rubber things on the undersice and taking 
out the screws. Then there are other screws inside, so you can get at the circuit 
board under the keys." 


From REINER RICHTER about the question from Don Walker about transferring programs 
from a1571 to a 1561. "There are many copying programs available, but most only 
work with a 1541. Maverick supports file copying between the three different types 
of drives, or JiffyDos has inbuilt file copying." 


From WALTER JOHNSON: "Thanks to the six people who responded to my September query 
about my ongoing problem with strange goings-on in my C-64. The consensus of opinion 
was power supply. I called CMD to order a new one, found that they now have 
refurbished (C-64/128’s so ordered a C-64. Using the new power supply, the old 
computer seems to work OK. The power supply that I was using has subsequently quit 
so guess that was the problem." 

CMD was helpful and prompt in filling the order above. However, the SHIFT LOCK 
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key does not work. I called them and they offered to repair or replace the keyboard 

if I would send it back to them. This means an additional expense to me for UPS or 

USPS shipping. I have decided to live with it until the warranty is out, then take 

it apart and see what the problem is. I suspect they assembled it incorrectly or a 
failed to re-solder the two connections on the keyboard. In addition, when UPS Cy 
delivered the package, the seams of the box were coming apart, plastic peanuts were 
spilling out everywhere. The only thing that saved the computer was the bubble-wrap. 

I ran all my diagnostics on it and it is still running OK except for the SHIFT LOCK 

as described above. We of the G—-bit computer world appreciate CMD for their support 

but I am hearing some complaints in MaiLink that indicate their attitude needs some 
adjustment along with some of their merchandise. (Joe Powell Sep. 94, p.6) (Brian 
Vaughan Nov. 94, p.13)." 

JOE FENN responds to a question about addressing envelopes in the November °94 
MaiLink: “WENDEL WELPER requested an envelope addresser program in your last mail- 

link. I have included ore I wrote. Call it "Kilroys Enveloper" It’s simple basic, 

and includes code at beginning to disable the "paper out" function of most 
printers. Or one could put a sheet of paper in under the envelope and get by the 
paper/out function that way. The program prior to printing the envelope, prompts
